Snow fell 
heavily in most parts of the country 
in the middle of the month, and in many 
parts lay on the fields for several days, and 
the thaw later caused a good deal of water 
logging. There were frosts during the second 
fortnight of the month, and then rain. On 
the whole, the conditions rendered field work 
to any considerable extent quite impractic- 
able, although in some places a little a 
ing was carried out, Speaking generally, 
however, all outdoor seasonal operations at 
the close of the month were more behindhand 
than for several years past. 

The severe weather conditions which pre- 
vailed during the month made grazing next 
to impossible, and led to the feeding of 
more than the normal quantities of fodder 
and roots to outlying stock. The reserves 
of grain fodder and roots, however, on all 
farms were ample, especially of home-grown 
oats, of which larger supplies than usual had 
been retained owing to the low prices pre 
vailing for that cereal this season, and, con- 
sequently, there is no reason to apprehend 
any serious shortage in supplies necessary to 
meet normal requirements during the re- 
mainder of the winter season. 


CEREALS AND FLAX 


In most centres in the country only rela- 
tively small supplies of home-grown cereals 
were on offer during the month. The great 
bulk of the wheat crop had been already 
disposed of at satisfactory prices. More 
oats and barley were being fed to live-stock, 
while many farmers were Goldin over stocks 
of oats for the seed market later in the 
season. 

It is reported from County Donegal that 
unusually high yields of good quality flax 
fibre were common during the month from 
the scutch mills, and that yields up to 94 cwt. 
of scutched fibre per acre were being obtained 
from sowings ot pedigree seed. Reports 
from County Monaghan also show that yields 
were above average. From County Cavan it 
is reported that both yield and quality were 
good. 

Demand for scutched lots were rather 
easier during fhe month at prices ranging 
from 65s. to 84s. per cwt. according to 
quality. 


POTATO STOCKS 


While good stocks of ware potatoes re- 
mained on hand on all farms at the close of 
the month, these were rather below those 
held at the corresponding period of .ast year, 
owing to the ee demand which de- 
veloped during the month, as predicted in 
last month’s report. March and April ,are 
normally the months when export demand 
reaches its highest level, and general indica- 
tions seem to warrant the belief that the 
present demand for sound tubers will con- 
tinue. Prices for ware potatoes during the 
month were around £3 10s. to £4 per ton. 

The demand for seed this year was rm $ 
tionally good and stocks are now virtually 
lanes although delay in delivery hag been 
caused by the inclemency of the weather. 

Supplies of mangels* and turnips at the 
close of the month were generally adequate 
to meet all normal requirements, although 
the yield of turnips was well below average. 


WINTER CEREALS 


The early-sown crops of wheat. made gener- 
ally satisfactory progress, having regard to 
the unfavourable weather conditions which 
prevailed so far; indeed, some crops looked 
very promising. On the whole, however, 
the appearance of the crops was not as good 
as at the corresponding period last year. 
Although some additional sowings were made 
in January, the weather conditions exper!- 
enced during the month rendered any wide- 
spread sowing impracticable. Many farmers, 
however, have the seed on hands waiting a 
favourable opportunity to sow it, and should 
the weather in February improve sufficiently 
a considerable area will still be sown. 


CATTLE PRICES 


The provincial fairs held during the month 
of January were well supplied with all classes 
of stock.

Milk delivered to creameries in December 
realised 5.39d. per gallon, separated milk 
being returned to producers, Milk collected 
in the counties adjacent to Dublin for retail 
sale in the city returned 7d. to 9d. per gallon 
to producers. 


ULSTER BREED PIGS 
MARKETING BOARD’S 
ADVICE 


ó—KEane 


It has been reported to the Pigs Marketing 
Board that some young pigs of the Ulster 
breed are being offered for sale at fairs in 
Midland districts in which Ulster pigs have 
not hitherto been known. The Board desire 


| to -warn producers in those areas that the 


Ulster pig is not as suitable for the purpose 
of bacon curing as the large Irish White, 
and that producers in the districts referred 
to should not on any account use any sows 
o: the Ulster type they may have purchased 
for breeding. Any producers who have pur- 
chased young pigs of the Ulster type should 
fatten them off and dispose of them as soon 
as possible. 

There is no scarcity of Irish Whites and, 
accordingly, no necessity for producers to go 
in for Ulsters. 


PRICES AT FAIRS 


The attention of the Board has recently 
been drawn to the fact that at one or two 
fairs the average price realised for pigs sold 
by live-weight to persons other than curers 
compared unfavourably with the Board’s 
fixed prices for live-weight pigs. The Board 
would, therefore, urge on producers who sell 
pigs by live-weight the desirability, in their 
own interests, of looking for prices which 
compare closely with the Board’s fixed prices, 
There seems no adequate reason why pro- 
ducers should not at fairs obtain prices, 
having regard to the deductions, at least 
equal to the fixed prices. ' 

Every producer should, by this, be aware 
of the fact that prices are specially fixed 
for pigs known as factory-purchased pigs-— 
that is, pigs delivered to a factory to be 
paid for after re By weighing and grad- 
ing. This method of selling pigs is the 
fairest, both to the buyer and to the seller; 
the seller can rest assured that he will get 
the full price to which he is éntitled accord- 
ing to the weight and quality of his pig. 
The weighing and grading of pigs is being 
constantly checked at the factory by in- 
spectors of the Board, The Beard are 
satisfied that the factory can be relied -on 
to carry out the killing, weighing and grading 
fairly. 


THE DEDUCTIONS 


The highest price is fixed for the factory- 
purchased pig. Wheteas the deduction-to be 


“made in the case of the pig sold by live-weight 


is 5s. ld. per pig, the deduction to be made 
in the case of the factory-purchased pig is 
only 1s. 2d. The producer has, therefore, 4s. 
out of which to bear the cost of consigning 
his pig to the factory. Even in districts re- 
mote from factories there seems no good 
reason why producers could not, arrange by 
co-operation among themselves th make up a 
lorry load or wagon load for a factory. 

The Board are gratified to note that there 
is a steady increase in the number of pigs 
gold as factory-purchased pigs. There is, 
however, room for much i extension 
of this manner of selling pigs. Producers 
who are dissatisfied with the prices obtained 
when selling by live weight at fairs and 
markets ought certainly consider a change in 
the method of selling. '

OBITUARY 


MR. ION A. GROVE-WHITE 


The death of Mr. Ion A. Grove-White, of 6 
Clyde road, Ballsbridge, Dublin, took place 
at a nursing home on Saturday Mr. Grove- 
White was tlfé eldest surviving son of the late 
William J, Grove-White, who was Crown 
Solicitor for the County Kildare. He was 
educated at Rugby and graduated at Dublin 
University. Entering commercial life, he be- 
came well-known as a member of the Dublin 
Stock Exchange. At the time of his death 
he was the senior partner in the firm of 
Messrs. W. Wilson and Son, stockbrokers. 
College Green. During the Great War he 
served in France with the Royal Irish Rifles, 
and held the rank of captain. He was twice 
mentioned in despatches, and was awarded 
both the Military Cross and the Croix de 
Guerre. In his early years he was a noted 
Rugby player, and was a member of the 
Monkstown team, when they won the Senior 
Cup for the second time. He was also a 
member of the Ward Union Hunt, and was on 
the Committee of the Portmarnock Golf Cluk 
He was closely connected with several chari- 
table institutions in the city, and was a 
Governor on the Boards of the Adelaide Hos- 
pital, the Rotunda Hospital, and the Roval 
Hospital for Incurables, Donnybrook. He 
married, in 1921, Mary Ethel, only child of 
the late Robert Biscoe and of Mrs. Biscoe, 
Purley, Surrey, by whom he is survived.: 


MR. ROBERT EGAN 


Mr. Robert Egan, News Editor of the 
/rish Press, died suddenly at his home at 62 
Kincora road, Clontarf, on Satnrday morning 
Mr. Egan was 
connected with several newspapers before he 
was appointed to the Jrish Press in 1931, 
whem that paper was established. In his 
earlier years he was attached to the staff of 
the Midland Tribune and Leinster Leader. 
He first entered Dublin journalism as a 
reporter on the Evening Mail, but left this 
paper in 1926 to take up the position of chief 
reporter on the staff of the Connacht 
Tribune. 

During its short existence he was Editor of 
the evening paper which was published at 
Burgh quay.

He added that O’Mahony had told him 
that -he did not appear at Galveston because 
he had stomach trouble. Colonel Landry in- 
dicated that personally he was satisfied with 
O’Mahony’s statement, but that he would 
have to appear before the Texas Commission 
to satisfy them. : 

The date of the hearing will be arranged 


by the Commission.

SUNSHINE AND SNOW 


Since the trophy was first put up by the 
Leinster Club. it is doubtful if the conditions 
overhead were ever so favourable as on Satur- 
day. While traces of snow still lay on the 
mountains, and, indeed, on parts of the 
course, brilliant sunshine made the afternoon 
more like one of early spring than of 
February. But although overhead conditions 
may add to the difficulties of the trial, the 
severity of the course is due to its natural 
state rather than to changes brought about 
by the weather. i 

Started in pairs, at intervals oí thirty 
seconds, the tweritv-n.ne competitors were 
given a free-from-penalty run over the first 
six and a half miles. All they had to do was 
to average fifteen miles an hour, but several 
of them were missing by the time the first 
lap was completed. One of the unfortunates 
was Gordon Burney, the winner of the Cup 
in 1933, who fell and bent a footrest. Beyond 
Burney’s retirement and the fact that Manders 
was riding fast the first circuit was feature- 
less. 

Three laps of the course had to be made 
under observation, and the first of these 
hrought disaster to two of the most fancied 
competitors. Graham Leask, the leading in- 
dividual rider in the Inter-Club Reliability 
Championship of last year, who is just now 
riding in brilliant form, hit his crank case 
against a protruding rock and, puncturing his 
old reservoir, lost all his oil. Stanley Woods 
‘‘came a cropper’’ and damaged his front 
wheel to such an extent that he had to retire. 

Manders continued to ride faster than any 
other competitor, and he worked his way from 
the thirteenth position, in which he started, 
to the head of the field on the third lap. 
Althongh he held his lead throughout the final 
circuit he could not average the scheduled 
fifteen miles an hour, and, at the final check, 
was approximately nine minutes outside time. 
None of the other finishers was so close to

PRESIDENT’S ADVICE TO

HE number of students coming to the 
T Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland is 

tether alarming. In Belfast and across 
the water there is a similar rush. How will 
these students all find remunerative employ- 
ment when they qualify? 

These thoughts found expression in the 
observations of Mr, Seton. Pringle, President 
of the Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, 
when presiding at the Charter Day dinner 
of the College, in the College Hall, st. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, on Saturday night. 

He was responding to the toast of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, which was proposed by 
Dr. ‘'T. G. Moorhead. F.,R.C.P.1. 

The toasts of the King and of Ireland had 
first been honoured. 


A WORD TO PARENTS 


“ At our last Charter Day dinner,” said 
Mr. Pringle, ‘‘ 1 was able to report that the 
College was in a very flourishing condition, 
and I am glad to say that the past year has 
shown further improvements. We have been 
able to carry out various structural altera- 
tions, some of them long overdue, and our 
classrooms are full literally to overflowing. 
Indeed, the number of students coming for- 
ward is rather alarming. The Registrar of 
the Medical Council tells me that no fewer 
than 412 new medical students registered in 
the year 1935. I believe that in Belfast and 
across the water there is a similar rush, so 
much so that the present numbers were only 
exceeded in the years immediately following 
the Great War. In view of this state of 
affairs, and remembering that only about 50 
newly qualified men settle’ down ‘here each 
year, one wonders how all those who, in the 
ordinary course of events, will leave our 
colleges in four, five or six years time, will! 
find remunerative scope for their abilities. | 
think parents should take these ‘facts into 
serious consideration before deciding on send- 
ing their boys or girls to the long and costly 
training for our profession. 

“In this connection, too, I think that all 


the licensing bodies should raise the standard - 


of general education required for entrance 
into: their medical schools, and thereby limit 
to some extent the number of students. 


THE HOSPITALS 


“This time last year I. took the oppor- 
tunity of making some remarks about hospi- 
tal organisation in Ireland. Since then many 
conferences have taken place, and a good 
deal of time and mental energy has been 
consumed in the discussion of this subject. 
We have, I think, some solid grounds for 
hope that all this talk will bear fruit. | 
cannot say much to-night, as, unfortunately, 
the report of the Hospitals’ Commission on 
this matter has not yet been published, 
though overdue. I believe, however, that :t 
is in the hands of the printers No doubt 
when it is issued it will call forth a storm 
of criticism, but ] trust that all personal con- 
siderations and vested interests will be laid 
aside, and that everyone. will combine in an 
earnest effort to formulate and to carry out a 
scheme worthy of this country and of our 
profession.”’ : 

Speaking of county hospitals, Mr. Pringle 
said that he felt very strongly that some of 
the county hospitals were expected by their 
local Boards of Health to undertake, and 
are, In fact, undertaking, work for whicn 
they are not adequately equipped or staffed. 
This was a difficult problem to deal with. 
Obviously it would be impossible to lay down 
hard and fast rules about exactly what cases 
were to be dealt with in the county hospitals 
and what cases were to be referred elsewhere. 
He was convinced that the solution lay in a 
very close association of the county and city 
hospitals, so that the county surgeon would 
be able to refer any cases requiring special 
investigation or treatment to a fully equipped 
and stafied city hospital, without any inter- 
ference or criticism from his Board of Health, 
and so that the county surgeon would be 
able to come as a colleague to the staff of a 
city hospital for advice and help in his diffi- 
culties, without any loss of self-respect or 
local reputation, i 


SPECTALISATION 


He believed that some such arrangement 
eventually would be come to, and he felt 
strongly that if city surgeons were adequately 
to meet the demand which would then arise 
they must limit their individual fields of 
work to a greater extent than at present. 
There was certainly need for more specialisa- 
tion along specified lines. The probable in- 
crease in the size of their hospitals, by 
amalgamation or otherwise, should greatly 
facilitate such a development. Such 
specialisation would not only meet a demand, 
but would greatly encourage the county 
surgeons to send up their cases. It would, 
he had no doubt, at the same time increase 
their usefulness to the public and enhance 
the reputation of our Irish schools. 

“There is. however.” concluded§= Mr. 
Pringle, ' one proviso I feel to be essential— 
that is, that no one should be allowed to 
specialise in any branch of su®gery until he 
has had at least ten years experience as a 
general surgeon—such a grounding in the 
principles and practice of general surgery 
would, I believe, prevent the specialists of 
the future from taking the narrow circum- 
scribed view of their cases, which is such 
a common and fatal fault in present-day 
specialisation ”’ 


MEDICAL RESEARCH 

Dr. T.-G. Moorhead mentioned that the 
[rish Free State Medical Association had 
reciprocal ‘arrangements with the British 
Medical Association, and said that, if the 
former Association was to be a success, it 
must have the support of the enitve pro- 
fession in this country. Steps were being 
taken to bring a Medical Research Council 
into being, but the profession would not 


bring into being any council that had not | 


fall control over the monies that were granted 


for medical research, nor any advisory council | 


whose finances would be subject to control 
by any lay department. They would also 
insist that their recommendations regarding 
grants and scholarshijs would not be subject 
to any supervision whatever. 

On behalf of the College, Dr. Moorhead 
presented Mr. Pringle with a silver salver 
in recognition of his services as President of 
the College. 

Mr. A. A. MeConnell, Vice-l’resident of the 
toval College of Surgeons :n Ireland, pro. 
posed the toast of the guests. Alluding to 
the presence there of Mr. A. M. Owsley, the 
American Minister. he said that Ireland owed 
a great debt to America, but none owed a 
greater indebtedness to that country than the 
ioval College of Surgeons in Ireland, whose 
privilege it had been to have visits from 
American surgeons. 

The American Minister, who responded, 
said that he liked to think that, under the 
guidance of such institutions as the Royal 
College of Surgeons in Ireland, the race of 
man had been blessed and benefited, and 
that the age of human life had been pro- 
longed by many years.

Crime in Ainedica 


Three months ago in these columns we 
ventured to congratulate the United States 
of America upon her apparent triumph 
over the underworld. For some weeks 
after the death of John Dillinger the 
Government forces were extremely active, 
and numbers of men were shot, or im- 
prisoned, who for a very long time success- 
fully had defied the law. Thenceforward, 
however, reports of gang warfare, kidnap- 
ping and extortion virtually ceased, and 
the outside world began to believe that 
America at last had found the solution to 
her problem. The work of the Govern- 
ment detectives seemed to have assumed 
an irresistible impetus that promised to 
sweep the country clear of its criminal 
citizens within two years. Unfortunately, 
however, the killers appear merely to have 
gone into retirement until the air, as it 
were, became clear. In Chicago on Satur- 
day a man named “ Machine Gun ” Jack 
McGurn was murdered in horribly simple 
circumstances. A number of men-walked 
into the bowling alley where McGurn was 
playing. The crowd parted to let them 
through, whereupon the gangsters shot 
McGurn in the back. After they had fled, 
unmolested, the police found by the body 
a comic Valentine, addressed to McGurn, 
depicting a man and a woman standing 
before a house labelled “ Sold.”’ It is 
believed that the assassination was in re- 
venge for the dreadful murders of St. 
Valentine’s Day seven years ago, when 
seven members of the Moran gang were 
mowed down by: machine-gun bullets in a 
city garage. McGurn once was charged 
with the responsibility for the murders; 
but he escaped on a alibi furnished by a 
woman friend. The worst aspect of this 
killing is the arrogance of the men who 
shot McGurn, They selected the day upon 
which he should die. They shot him in 
front of a number of ordinary citizens in 
a public place; and: they left a card to 
mock the horror of the murder. Such men 
as these are homicidal maniacs; and, 
perhaps, America is attempting the im- 
possible in seeking to bring them to justice 
by the ordinary process of the law.

The Times iemarks in an editorial 
article to-day:—The French Government 
have been as good as their word in pro- 
ceeding energetically against those re- 
sponsible for the assault upon M. Blum. 
Several Camelots du Rot have been 
arrested, and will be charged with actual 
participation in the attack, and the 
manager and a director of the newspaper 
Action Francaise have been charged with 
inciting to murder in an article published 
last month. 

It is clearly the first duty of the Govern- 
ment to preserve order and to protect the 
persons and liberties of individual citizens. 
It must not be forgotten, however, that 
there are extremists on the Left, as well 
as on the Right, and that they are equally 
ready to resort to physical intimidation; 
as, in fact, is shown by some of yester- 
day’s incidents. It must also not be 
forgotten that the Leagues would not 
have: grown to their present strength 
if the ground had not been ferti- 
lised for them by administrative 
scandals and by the apparent inability of 
the: parliamentary machine as it works in 
France to-day to give the country a 
Government less at the mercy ,of party 
manceuvres. Like the National Socialists 
in Germany. the French Leagues base their 
appeal for popular support upon denuncia- 
tion of abuses which they allege to be 
inherent in the present system. They 
differ in their programmes,’ but they are 
all agreed in demanding a stronger 
executive power, a Judiciary more inde- 
pendent of political pressure, the emanci- 
pation of politics from plutocratic control, 
and a reform of the economic and social 
system in a way recognising that the well- 
being of the individual citizen is more im- 
portant than financial profit. They would 
soon lose all their influence if French 
parliamentarians were able to convince the 
public that they were determined to find 
and apply remedies for the abuses which 


against the parliamentary system.

The School-leaving Age 


Once the Education Bill had passed its 
second reading in the House of Commons 
efforts at compromise commenced, and 
there are possibilities that they may prove 
successful. It is suggested that the school- 
leaving age shall be raised to fourteen and 
a half, and that there shall be no exemp- 
tions under that age. The Government, 
impressed by the volume of opinion pro- 
duced against exemption, may give way on 
this point, but it will not do so on the 
question of a maintenance allowance. 
Discussions on both these matters are likely 
to continue, and the age question will be 
threshed out in the Committee room. On 
the matter of maintenance, however, the 
Opposition is not likely to force the issue 
to any great extent.

The first major Italian operation on the 
northern front since the capture of 
Makale, involving the advance of the 
Italian lines ten miles to the south, was 
victoriously completed this (Saturday) 
evening with the encirclement and the 
occupation of Amba Aradam, a 9,000: feet 
high and five miles wide natural barrier 
blocking the road to Amba Alagi. 

The Black Shirts planted the Italian 
flag on one of the mountain’s highest 
pinnacles at 5.30 p.m., as the last 
Ethiopian defenders signalled that they 
were fleeing southward. 

The battle of Amba Aradam, officially 
known. as the battle of Enderta, Jasted for 
a week, and was the first in which 
Abyssinian Regular Army encountered the 
Italian war, machine in full force and in 
which -exclusively white Italian soldiers 
were engaged 


CASUALTIES 


The battle cost fewer than 500 Italian 
dead and a thousand wounded, while the 
Ethiopian dead are estimated at 5,000. 

Seventy-two thousand men were engaged 
on the Italian side, as well as a native 
division in reserve, while twenty-five 
thousand Ethiopian regulars in khaki 
uniform, commanded by Ras Mulugueta, 
were dislodged from Amba Aradam by a 
successful Italian pincers action. The 
Abvssinians are estimated to have been 
supported in strong rear positions by 
50,000 others. - 

I followed the operation, spread out like 
a map before my eyes, from forward artil- 
lery observation points, principally those 
of Marshal Badoglio’s own, perched on a 
hilltop on the eastern sector. 

The plan of campaign, involving the 
encirclement of Amba Aradam by twa 
linked, but independent, columns moving 
round the eastern and western slopes 10 
the rear of the mountain, with a junction 
at Antalo, was explained in advance by 
Marshal Badoglie himself as foreboding 
‘‘ véry serious and possibly decisive fight- 
ine.” He prohibited the release of any 
news messages until the battle was over. 


ARTILLERY ACTION 


Marshal Badoglio was formerly an artil- 
lery officer, and it was clearly the battle of 
With incredible labour, guns 
of heavy and light calibre had been 
brought into position, and their fire played 
a decisive part. The light mountain guns 
closely followed up the advance, while the 
heavy pieces shelled positions up to ten 
miles away. No tanks took part in the 
engagement. 

Torrential showers, and even hail, which 
foreshadow the “‘ little rains ’’ next month, 
daily disturbed the operations. 

Marshal Badoglio received the war 

orrespondents at his observation point at

The Italians found three big caverns in 
the mountains, in which Ras Mulugueta 
had established his headquarters’ on 
alternate days. Other caves and: fissures 
in the rocks had been roughly fortified 
and housed thousands of soldiers. 

On Saturday, when the Italian advance 
was resumed, both flanks encountered very 
heavy fighting. The Abyssinians at 
Aradam searcely interfered with the 
Italian outside columns crossing the lower 
slopes in the rear, but desperately attacked 
the inside columns ascending the mountain 
itself. Every man and every machine-gun 
was thrown into the fighting. 


BAYONET CHARGES 


The Italians made several bayonet 
charges, while the Ethiopians retaliated 
in hand-to-hand fighting with long, curved 
swords. 

Italian artillery, which began the day 
with a prolonged bombardment, more for 
pras effect than anything else, 
1ammered the Abyssinians wherever an 
Objective offered. Finally, towards the 
evening, a unit of the Twenty-third of 
March Black Shirt Division, with the 
Duke of Pistoia in command, succeeded 
in scaling the top of Amba Aradam and 
planting the Italian flag on it before the 
enemy had evacuated the position.

PEAKING at Bath last Saturday at a 


meeting of the Irish Loyalist Imperial 
Federation, Mr. J. H. Morgan, K.C., the 
well-known authority on constitutiona 
law, said that he could not see any poss! 
bility of the country repudiating Mr. de 
Valera. After his Aliens Act and his 
Nationality Act he had only to pass an 


Act abolishing the Act of Settlement as it. 


applied to Ireland, and he had got his 
Republic. 

“I think it is extremely probable,’’ he 
said, “that a European war is going to 
come upon us like a thief in the night in 
the next few months, and that he will be 
able to take the opportunity to declare 
for independence then, and to come to 
some agreement with a foreign Power 
whose relationship to the Free State is 
particularly intimate. In the factories 
springing up this Power has supplied a 
large percentage of the capital.’’ 

He suggested that the British Govern- 
ment should pass an Act forbidding the 
free access to Britain of Irish immigrants, 
and should declare that they would refuse 
to recognise any unilateral declaration by 
Mr..de Valera of the independence of 


Ireland. 
THE FACTORIES 


The statement of Mr. Morgan that a 
foreign country was supplying a large 
percentage of the capital of the new 
factories in the Free State was last night 
brought to the notice of Mr. Sean 
MacEntee, Minister for Finance, by, an 
Irish Times representative. Mr. MacEntee 
said: “ So far as the implication that 
any foreign Power is helping to finance 
the Government’s programme of industrial 
development is concerned, it is utter non- 
sense. In most cases the capital is purely 
Irish. In a few instances, such as Dunlops, 
the capital is fifty-fifty. There is no ques- 
tion of any foreign Power supplying a 
large percentage of the capital.’’ 


IN THE EVENT OF WAR 


As to the insinuation that in the event 
of war in Europe the Irish Free State 
might be used as a base from which to 
attack Great Britain, President de Valera 
has on several occasions declared that in 
no circumstances would Free State terri 
tory be allowed to be used for such 
purpose. Only a week ago, in an inter- 
view with a special representative of the 
Paris Soir, the President said that news- 
papers of various nations had made such 
insinuations. ‘‘ It has been stated,” he 
said, “‘that we are engaged in putting 
our territory at the disposal of soms 
foreign Power as a base of aerial attack 
against England.

THE MANCHUKUO 
BORDER CLASHES 


There is no indication of any relaxation 
of the tension between Japan and Soviet 
Russia in the Manchurian border dispute. 
The Government of Manchukuo, Japan’s 
protégé, has, according to a telegram from 
Hsinking, the Manchukuo _ capital, 
addressed another Note of protest to the 
Government of Outer Mongolia, behind 
whom stands Moscow.

18” parties of the Right have met with 


a set-back in the first results of the 
Spanish general election, which were de- 
clared last. night, says Reuter. The Centre 
Party has gained a definite victory, while 
the Left has met with striking successes. 

The Madrid results, which usually 
indicate the general trend of the country, 
gave the Right a bare majority, the 
hgures being: Left, 63,699; Right, 65,838. 
In Catalonia the Left had a huge 
majority. 

Three men, all belonging to the Left, 
were killed in polling-day clashes. 

There are strong rumours in Madrid 
that the parties of the Left intend a coup 
whether they win or lose, and that a 
general strike will be declared in the event 
of a Right victory. 


FASCISTS BLAMED 

The Right are making no secret of their 
deep disappointment, and they are blaming 
their failure on the Fascists, whose acts 
of violence have shocked many of their 
sympathisers. It is also claimed that the 
Centre Party, which at present controls 
the Government, has used Government 
powers to influence the voting. 

It will probably be three days before 
the final results are known, but the 
majority of the big cities will be announced 
to-day, : 

The view before the later results came 
through last night was that the Rigcht 
would show a majority of about 20 seats, 
and that this would place the power in 
the new Parliament in the hands of the 
present Premier, Manuel Portella, leader 
of the Centre Party. To-day’s results from 
the cities will indicate whether this fore- 
east is likely to be fulfilled: 

The latest figures for Barcelona are — 
Left, 92,000 ; Right, 48,000. And for Cata- 
ionia :—Left, 21,000; Right, 8,000.

In Corunna itself the vendor of a 
workers’ newspaper was lured into a 
house by a party of Fascists, who offered 
him a drink concocted of petrol, castor 
oil and other liquids.

The League of Nation’s mixed committee 
on nutrition has now completed the first 
part of its work, and it will shortly pre- 
pare an interim report for submission to 
the next session of the League Assembly. 

-The report will show that there are 
millions of people who cannot afford to 
buy the food that they should have, and 
that there are millions more who have not 
the necessary knowledge to enable them 
to choose their diet wisely. 

At the same time, a larce part of the 
population of the world is deprived of the 
food that it most needs. Either by want 
or ignorance, farmers are complaining 
that they cannot sell these very foodstuffs. 

While, of course, neither the committee 
not the League is in a position to ‘orce 
a solution of this problem on States, never- 
theless it is honed that the viciousness of 
a position in which there is starvation in 
the midst of plenty will be brought hore 
to governments. Fundamentally, the 
question is one of tariffs. 

The committee hopes to be able to show 
countries that they stand to gain, and not 
to lose, by reducing duties on food and 
bringing prices down. |

‘The progress made in the sphere of 
national policy has been such.” he 
declared. ‘that We are now within sight 
of the attainment of our final goal, and 
that stage has been reached by pursuing 
the plan so designed that every step tor- 
ward would be irrevocable.”’ 

Speaking of the abolition of the oath 
and of the right of appeal to the Privy 
Council, he’ said’ that nobody in the 
country woud seriously propose that they 
should be restored. Similarly, other con- 
stitutional changes had been planned in 
such a manner that there was not the 
slightest prospect of the work being un- 
done. The success that attended their 
efforts had been such as to give them every 
confidence in their ability to complete 
their programme. One of the difficulties 
being encountered by the organisation on 
the political side was the weakening of 
the Opposition. The Opposition was to- 
day non-existent, and there did not appear 
to be the slightest prospect of its revival. 
But in «pite of that drawback Fianna Fail 
was now stronger than ever it Was, and 
it could be attributed to the fact that its 
primary purpose was a national One, and 
not a political one. 


UNITED IRELAND PARTY 

The existence of the United Ireland 
Party was the accidental result of 
political circumstances, and there would 
never again appear an Opposition 
equal to that party’s previous strength, 
unless it had a programme which would 
appeal to the Irish people as strongly as 
the national programme of Fianna Fail. 
That was not likely, because until Irish 
independence and Irish unity had been 
accomplished the achievement of these aims 
would be the main goal of the Irish 
people.

DR. OULTON'S 
EULOGY 


——— 
A MASTER OF ALL-ROUND 
LEARNING 


-“ 


TRIBUTE to the late Chancellor New- 
A pert J. D. White, former Regius Pro- 
essor..of Divinity in Dablin Uni- 
versity, was paid by the Rev. J. E. L. 
Oulton, D.D., the present Regius Professor 
of Divinity, in the course of a sermon which 
he preached. in the Trinity College Chapel 
yesterday morning. 

“ As -a scholar,” Dr. Oulton said, ‘ Dr. 
White followed in the tradition of our 
Divinity School here, and of-the divinity pro- 
fessors whom he succeeded. That is to say, 
he was master of» that. all-round learning 
which in theological’ science seems to be 
rapidly becoming a thing of the past. . He 
was born in.the days when specialisation was 
not the rule, ‘and a very wide range of know- 
ledge was expécted of a teacher of divinity. 
Dr. White came to his task as a member of 
, divinity staff equipped» by the learning: ac- 
dhired “during, a brilliant academic career, 
followed by several years as a private teacher, 
This. multifarious learning formed a basis of 
his scholarship, and remained with -him even 
to-advanced years. The first frutts’ of ms 
scholarship he gave to the world .in his 
critical edition of the Latin writings of St. 
Patrick—a work of solid and enduring worth, 
which has given its author an assured place 
among those who had subscribed to the 
knowledge of what concerns our national 
Saint. : 

“ His profound and accurate knowledge of 
the Bible, coupled with unfailing common- 
sense and avoidance of irrelevancy, made his 
exegesis of the Scriptures something from 


which those who heard him could not 
fail. to profit. I have often thought 
that his powers in this respect 
did not receive their due appreciation. He 


was so skilful that his skill concealed the art 
with which it was done, and many of nis 
audience were unaware that real originality 
lay behind his: words. 


SCHOLARSHIP 


“His scholarship and these gifts he placed 
unreservedly at the service of the Divinity 
School for almost forty years. Seldom can 
any man have given more loyal and unselfish 
and single-hearted service than he. The for- 
tunes of. the School might change with the 
times, new conditions might come into exis- 
tence, the personnel of the staff might vary, 
but he himself remained the same, undis- 
turbed and undeterred by any thing from 
doing. his duty in any way that he conceived 
the best. There is a legend that during the 
rebellion of 1916 he used to come into College 
every day,,in.spite of the state of the streets, 
to see how things were going on. it was 
only a legend, and he himself derided it, but 
it testified, as legends often do, to the fact 
that consideration for the work that God had 
given him to do was a ruling passion of his 
life. So it came about that in process of 
time Dr.- White and the Divinity School be- 
came inseparable in our thoughts. 

“Our Divinity School has a double rela- 
tion: both to the University and to the 
Church of Ireland. Dr. White was happy 
equally in the one and the other. The Church 
of Ireland can’ have no more loyal son.” 


A FAITHFUL FRIEND 


Dr. Oulton said that. the many who had 
not come into contact with Dr. White as a 
scholar had a deep regard and affection for 
him as a man. To all he was an absolutely 
true and faithful friend Self-conceit and 
affectation of every kind he could not tolerate 
and apparently he never felt happy about the 
future of a man in whom he detected the one 
or the other. On the other hand, he rejoiced 
to find in a man in no way remarkable for 
special gifts those qualities of faithfulness and 
sincerity whic) were fundamental to char- 
acter, 

‘‘A stranger who did no know him,” said 
the preacher, “would never. suspect that 
behind that precise bearing and measured 
utterance there lay as quick-witted a mind 
as ever has been bestowed on anyone. His 
repartees which delighted: us will be treasured 
and handed down—no doubt, with additions— 
to posterity, and he himself will become a 
legend. -But-in time to. come it. may be for- 
gotten. by those who did not known him éhat 
his. witty sayings had a quality. of being abso- 
lutely a part of the man himself. There is 
a kind of wit which proceeds merely from the 
bram—cold, detached and cutting. It was 
not so with Dr. White. His simplé and direct 
humanity was able at once to’ detect what was 
incongruous, or ludicrous, or insincere. His 
ready wit did the rest. Moreover, he showed 
that he had a genuine sense of humour by 
being as ready to laugh at himself as he was 
at others. 


Concluding Dr. Oulton said:—‘* We thank 


us—a life’ that showed ushe inestimable 
worth of a true single-hearted man. We thank 
God for the work that God enabled him to do, 
and the enrichment it brought to the Church

IR THOMAS BEECHAM and the London |

musical treat for Dubliners over the week- 
end, giving performances at the Theatre Royal 
both on Saturday and Sunday afternoons. 
Virtually everybedy who is anybody in the 
musical life of the city wasin the big audience 
at’ Saturday’s concert, and they, in common 
with everyone else ‘present, Joined in the 
unanimous chorus of praise for orchestra and 
conductor. One finds it difficult to appraise 
fittingly the work of the Orchestra, Since 
last it was heard here it has developed into 
a perfect combination—like to a great organ, 


manner to the touch of the master hand, And 
what a master hand Sir Thomas Beecham 
displayed, and what an “sá pe knowledge 
h? showed in musical fields! wo lengthy 


recitals, conducted without a single note of. 


music in front of him! His knowledge of 
the different scotes was simply uncanny, and 
the style in which he guided his players 
through the development of the different 
themes fascinating to follow, The manner 
in which the players themselves responded 
to his mérest nod showed how completely 
they were under his domination and sway. 


THE PROGRAMME 


Take his programme of Saturday afternoon, 
which at first sight, save for the Mozart 
Symphony in E Flat, seemed ordinary, . Yet 
he took the overture from‘ Rossini’s ' La 
Gazza Ladre” (“The Thieving Magpie’’) 
and served it up in pulsating colours Sy his 
sheer orchestral juggling. Presented with 
such an atmosphere it was easy to _under- 
stand how this opera of Rossini rivalled for 
a time “ The Barber.”’ 

The piéce de résistance of the afternoon 
however, was the Mozart Symphony in E flat, 
and one felt after hearing it that there was 
nothing more to be said. It was such a per- 
formance as even Mozart himself could not 
have hoped to excel. Wonderful in its every 
phase from the impressive beauty of the open- 
ing chords, through the ve á Allegro oí 
the first movement, and the recurring little 
passages suggestive of Haydn. The tone of 
the strings in the Andante was indescribably 
beautiful, and one was lost in wonder, think- 
ing such beauty could not be surpassed until 
the woodwind came along to add to the 
picture. | 

Again one was carried away at the beauty 
of the violins in the lively Minuet, but the 
most memorable feature of this movement was 
the duet for clarinets. Here was playing one 
seldom is fortunate enough to hear, The 
finale, again. with its Haydn theme, carried 
one away in its infectious gaiety. The whole 
work was simply. masterly and swept the 
audience into long sustained applause. 

One felt that the conductor and his 
orchestra were capable of anything after the 
Mozart, and so one listened, as under a spell, 
to Dvorak’s Slavonic rhapsody, with its vary- 
ing moods and appealing features. The intro- 
ductory harm solo was very arresting, and the 
work of their horns and woodwind also effec- 
tive. Very descriptive was the treatment of 
‘Scenes Historiques,’’ by Sibelius. The pieces 
played were from the Second Suite, which is 
dated 1912, illustrating episodes from Finnish 
history. It is a piece that gives great scope 
for orchestral technique, and one had a 
glimpse at the ‘abilities of several of the 
players. Of the four movements, the Minne- 
lied, or Love Song, was very appealing im its 
lyric beauty. 


CONCLUDING PIECE 


Two pieces of Handel, arranged by Sir 


Thomas Beecham, were much enjoyed, 
especially the ‘‘ Arrival of the Queen of 
Sheba,” with its loyely duet for oboes. 


The Saturday afternoon programme was 
completed by a very vivid rendering of the 
symphonic fantasia, “ Francesca da Rimini,” 
by Tchaikovsky. The theme is based on the 
story of Dante’s meeting Francesca in 
Inferno, and was first given to the composer 
as material for an opera, but he wisely 
decided to give it this symphonic form. Its 
first performance led to a hot controversy as 
fo how far orchestral licence could be 
earried,. but its whirlwind effects are no 
cause for astonishment in these modern 
days. One might call it a great show piece, 
in which’ every branch of the orchestra can 
“let itself go.' The lashing, mad whirl of 
the elements, as represented in the story, 
were presented in staggering form, and after 
a very appealing interlude _ representing 
Francesca’s tale, beautifully played on the 
solo clarinet, the orchestra swept on to a 
crashing finale. 

There were many recalls, to which Sir 
Thomas Beecham had to respond, and the 
audience was not appeased until he had given 
them a dashing rendering of the Marche 
Hongrois, from Berlioz’s ‘‘ Damnation of 
Faust,” which ended with a great flourish 
of brass. 


SUNDAY CONCERT 


On Sunday afternoon the audience was not 
at all as large as one expected. There were 
lar too many empty seats; but it did not 
detract from a recital that was, if possible, 
more impressive and pleasing than that of 
the previous day. Here the honours of the 
nrogramme were shared by Beethoven’s 
Overturé, ‘‘ Leonora,” No. 3—the third 
which he composed for his onlv opera, 
“ Fidelio “—and Elgar’s “ Enigma” varia- 
tions. 

The “' Leonora ” was painted in all the 
deep, glowing colours of the old master. 
Again one was fascinated with the intimate 
knowledge the conductor showed of the 
score, and of the beauty. of his treatment. 
In some degree the '' Enigma ”’ variations of 
Elgar were more interesting, as the work is 
not só familiar, and there was a great 
pleasure. watching how under the skilled 
direction of this wizard the fourteen friends 
of Eigar—who formed these characfer studies 
of Elgar—came to life. The work itself is 
one of the most loveable in the whole range 
of orchestral Jiterature, and reveals the mas- 
tery which Elgar ‘possessed of orchestral re- 
quirements; his uncanny precision in the 
halance between thought and expression, and 
his sustained power of building up climaxes. 
The ensemble and solo-playing were again 
irreproachable, and some of the effects, es-

that brought out their unmistakeable atmo- 
sphere of the South. The “‘ Marche des 
Rois ” was given with a fine vigour... One 
liked immensely “the minuct-valse move- 
ment, with its old-world atmosphere, and 
the later Minuet, with the beautiful duet for 
harp .and flute. 

The ‘‘ Siegfried’ Idyll ot Wagner is 
simpler in texture than most of the com- 
poser’s work, and the orchestra brought out 
splendidly the themes which are so in- 
geniously woven “through the Idyll. 
Concluding the programme were 
pieces from: Berlioz’s - “ Faust.” 
‘Danse des Sylphes” was. 
gossamer — delicate and light in its 
treatment—so’ that. one was not surprised to 
find it at the close disappearing, as it were, 
‘‘ into the blue.” By contrast there followed 
the delightfully playful “* Danse des Follets,”’ 
in which the greatest fun was made throwing 
the theme from one part to another. The 
work closed with the ‘‘ Marche Hungpois,”’ 
given with great flourish. |

{ understand ihat the Society intends to 
hold meetings on alternate Tuesdays during 
the Law term. The first ordinary meeting 
will be on the 2nd March, when Mr. J. 
Munan will address the Society. Mr. Cecil 
Lavery, K.C., has also consented to read 2 
paper to the Society before the end of the 
munth. Mr. Burke expects to deliver his in- 
acgural address on “ The Constitutional Pro- 
gress of the Saorstat’’ early in the Trinity 
term. It is interesting to note that this is 
the third Society of the kind founded in 
University College. The first was the Legal 
and Economic. Society, at which papers were 
read with a bearing on either Law, Economics 
or Commerce. Eventually, however, this 
Society became more interested in the faculty 
of commerce, and this led to the foundation 
of the present Commerce Society. When this 
Society ceased to exist as such, a number of 
years elapsed before an effort was made to 
found another one. 

In 1925, however, the Legal Society was 
founded, with Mr. J. C. Flood as its first 
Auditor, and. Mr. Shaun Hooper, a well. 
known member of the Junior Bar, as its 
second Auditor. This Society, unfortunately. 
only lasted two years, owing to the fact that 
at this time there was not a sufficient number 
of students proceeding to law degrees. This 
Societv held one of three kinds of meetings 
—ordinary debates on subjects of popular 
interest, legal debates on technical subjects. 
and Parliamentary meetings, at which the 
Society divided itself into two parties, and 
the Government party endeavoured to pass a 
bill through a number of stages. This was 
done with the intention of giving training in 
Parliamentary procedure. This Society, un 
like the one now founded, only admitted to 
membership legitimate law students, and re 
fused to accept solicitor apprentices who 
were not proceeding to a degree. 

Last Saturday evening the Literary and 
Historical Society debated the motion “That 
this House would 
welcome the esta- 
blishment of an Irish 
Republic.” The 
speakers for this 
motion were — the 
Auditor, Mr. D. Bell;
